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SYDNEY —Entrance to the Harbour, the Gap and 
Lighthouse. Sydney Heads (as the entrance to Sydney 
Harbour is called) is one mile wide and surrounded by cliffs 
over 300 feet high. “The Gap,” where the Dunbar was 
wrecked, lies under the signal station to the right of the 
celebrated lighthouse. It is about seven miles from the 
Heads to Sydney. 
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
